Historically 
these are important records. What the FBI did to interfere with xx this criticism also 
has historical importunes. Whether or net tte FBI tried to influence publication also 
is significant information. So are all records of the tew York office that led to 
reporting to FBZih ate to others. I have provided you with cepd.es of records pertaining 
to the FBI’s efforts relating to my first book in Hew York so you kbow that some such 
records do exist. 

A review of files liteted to "any uareportednrecords” is certain to Kid in non- 
compliance. I therefore stec that this bo clarified because your letter is not in terms 
of ay request. 

Of course if the FBI requires more time I have no objection to that* All it need 
do Is ask. 

But sy request is for reported es well as unrepertsd records, ate so is xy appeal. 
May I now tear from your about tte records of tte tew York office that are known to exist?
